Nor is itsgriivily en- 
tirely reinoveil by the news that the 
Itlack Diamond has escaped; that, in- 
ateiid of sailing for Sitka, aa ordered by 
the captors, ner captain steered for 
liritish Columbia, and took his vessel 
into ilia home port, Victoria, the ainglo 
utlicor put on board by the Kusli oirci iiig 
no resist, nice to the cliaiigo of course. 
I'crliap.s t'itptain .Shopiiard was not very 
sorry to get the vessel oil' his hands, 
lie may not have very clearly seen what 
tu do M'ith his prize. To take it into 
port, and ask any tribunal, Amer- 
iciin or other, to condemn it, 
vM>iil<l liu to run tho risk of 
being told that ho had uommittcd an 
entirely illegal act. Hut the matter can 
sijaiccly end willi tho escape of the 
lllack llianiond. At any iiioinent all- 
ot her seizure may lie made or al tempted ; 
till; .Amcriean rovciiuo oliicois may not 
liiid iilhor vessels .so ilcfoncclcsa and 
uiipropaieil as were the lilaok Dianioiid 
and 'rriiini|ili ; seamen engaged, as they 
believe, ill a laufiil oroiipaliiiii on the 
iii-li M as may uol i|, ietly siilimit to the 
lu.-s nf I lieir iniipei ty ; and it is import- 
ant, ln'foie more serious diliii'iillie.s 
present themselves, lo sett lo once for all 
the nieiils of the controvei.sy which we 
Hiipposeil ( icnoral Harrison's aiiministra- 
tiiiii liail wisely determined to lot alone. 
Oil tlio face of the known facta llioro is 
not a particle of juatitication of tho higl.- 
liaiidfd net of tho American rovenue oHi 
oera. TKoIr conduct, wo observe, by no 
nieans re eives U!i(|nalilied a|)pi(ibatioii 
in the I nited .'states; and we should 
bo HitiTirisod if they could bear 
ten ininutoa' scrutiny in an 
.\iiieiiean Court, or, indeed, before any 
itthi'i' iiiiparlial tribunal. The aeizuro is 
reported to have liei'ii inado, not in the 
iiiuiiiw watoraof liehring .Strait or close 
to the ci^iii.st of Alaska, but in tho open 
sea, many miles from United States 
territory. The sole alleged justification 
of I ho proceedings is the oxistonco of a 
Htatiito,. passed by Congress in tiio last 
daya uf tho Cleveland Administration, 
furbiddiiiu under severe penalties the 
killing of fur-bearing animals in Alaska, 
and decreeing the forfeiture of vessels 
violating the la'w. With tho policy of 
the Act wo have notliing to do, and cer- 
tainly no fault to tliid. It may ho ad- 
\ isalilc to lose no time in putting a slop 
Id the wlioleaalc alailghter of seals in 
.\laslia. The matter is one for the juiiil 
ciiiisiiiei ii I ion of Ureal Hi ilaiii, the 
Unit id Stales, I lie Uovei iinioiil of tho 
I liiiiiiiiioii, ilapaii, and Russia. If sea 
oilers and seals lie diminiahing with the 
i.ipiility wliich is alleged, no op 
I'lsition will come from I'aig 
laiiil lo any n'usoiiable regiilatiiuis 
of ihe fur "trade, l.nrd Salisbiiiy i-i 
]icrfiji-lly willing, wi- maybe sure, lu 
renew llieolb:r which, as appeal s from 
ollii.'iiil diiciimeiils. 111! readily made to 
Mr. rhelp.s in ISST. Ihit one 1 hing at a 
tliiio; for the preiieiit we ha\e loilo, i.ol 
with I he wrongs of the seals, but u il li 
what a ppcara lo he a wanton oiili age. 
,\lr. Hlaiiui may say that Coiigress 'oy 
llio .Act of March last tied his liaiiii;i 
ami left him no choice. W e slionld be 
surprised to lind that any Court will by 
constrniU ion extend audi an I'liaclmenl 
to the Mtilijeut.-i and vosaola of other 
territorial watora. lUil tho inteiilioips 
of Coiigro.iK, whnlevei Ihi'y may have 
bi'cn, eaiiiiiil all'eot foreign coiiiilrieH. 
Legislai ion |iiirpi>rtiiig to punisli uffenees 
coiiiiiiittcd beyond tho aoil of the United 
.Status and outside territorial waters 
oaiuiot witliout our consent bind Kng- 
lish oitizons. 

The siibstauod of the controvorsy is 
singularly simploi .tlie ; urinviplos on 
wliTcli it must bo dotormln'od are ' the 
bost ' estublislioil of any intornatioiinl 
ItiWi and no country baa insisted "unon 
llieni inl^re oiiipliatioally tliiin tho Uni- 
ted ,Statcs. In tlie despatclies'of many 
of .Mr. lilaine's predecessors the strong 
est rciiaoiiH for ooiidonmiiig tlin condllut 
of I he enplain id' tho Kiiali have often 
been Nt ali'd. No couiil ry has niorejeal 
oiiHly rc.'ioMlod Iho uxtoiision of marl 
time territorial jiirisdiulion.

orable eniphttsis it hoa always nroteateil 
—except ott ono oocivsidii,' which will not 
be cited as a binding precedent — against 
tho enlargement. of tlie I'ight of sAiruh. 
What roaaoiia Mr. BIttino can give for 
tho capture of a Canadian voasel in wa- 
ters over which Congress has no greater 
rights than the Loglslature of France, 
we arc at present at a loss to Itnow.f^r- 
tainlyno such right aa iaolaitnudliaaover 
been recognized by ICiiglatid.

('oiisidering that he has only been a few 
months a nii'inbi-r of the .■\dministration, 
and lhal this ia Ida liral iniportaiil ad 
in ollico, this care is perhaps not so 
visible aa might bo desired. Still, wo 
v\'ait with contidence his explanations. 
Why should we think that they will 
not in tho main bo satisfactory? The 
cent rovor.sy is siinplo ; tho lasue in- 
V.. I Veil is of secondary consequence to 
both count lies, ond lies remote from the 
ordinary causes of irritation. He has nt 
his side advisers who I'aniiot fail to lell 
liiiii that tho action of I he l evenue cutter 
is at variance with the plainest precepts 
of American jurists. 'I'lio tiaditiona of 
his oflice all run counter to the jurisdic- 
tion now claimed; and ho oamiut he ob- 
livious to the heiiring of the conlrovoray 
on matters in which Iho United States 
are more iiiterestod than lliu seal hsli- 
ci'V ill .•Uaaka. His answer to an in- 
evitabhf ronionstraiicc, wo do not doubt , 
opens tl.o door to a satisfactory se'ltle- 
nient of a ipiesiioii which ought never to 
have been raised, but which must now 
bo etrootnally dealt with by diplomacy, 
if possible, once for all.

'Ilw strikers wore more 
detormuied'thuii over to maintain their 
position, and as tho dock companies ap- 
pear to be ipiite as resolute, there is no 
proaeiit jiroapect of an early settlement 
of their ditt'ereiicos. Tho losa to tho 
coiniiuiiiity conaoi|uont upon the utter 
paralysis of trade ia oiioriiious, and can- 
not bu oaloulated. So far, the strike 
haa been conducted peacefully, hut if it 
lasts another week, no one be- 
lievoa thia atato of tliiiigj will 
couliiiiie. Dock companies have not 
been i|uiel. They have been busily 
engaged for several days making all 
urrangonieiila for accuriiig laborers from 
other points, and when tlicso arrive 
there can be no iliiiibl that trouble will 
follow. .So long aa they see tho dookn 
deserted and shipping unable to move, 
the men are patient enough, and their 
leador.s can manage them; but once thoy 
Sec their places taken by uther.s they 
w ill not look idly on. 

The striker's jiroce.saioii reaoheil 
llvdo Park about li o'clock .Sunday after- 
nnou, when they were addressed by 
speakers from many dill'ereiit platforms. 
Resolutions were pawied strongly iii 
favor of oontiiiuihg.the strike.

FliOM A PECUNIARY FOIXT 
OF VIEW.. 

The future prosperity of Vict n ia 
will, to a very great extent, depend 
upon the opinion formed of it hy visit- 
ors and those who dcairo to become vis- 
itors. Its climate — both winter und 
summer— is favorable to invalids, per- 
sons whose health is delicate, and old 
people. Tho summer is warm without 
being hot, and it begins earlier and 
ends later than summer in the eastern 
parts of the continent in the same par- 
allel of latitude. There are not in Vic- 
toria the extreme heat that Is so un- 
pleasant and so enervating to the inhnb- 
iututs of inland and eastern cities. It.s 
winter is very mild and very short. 
Hardy lliiweis are found in the gardens 
at ("lu'istmas, and in February the early 
spring blossoms niaUo their appearance. 
Tho period of cold weather ia very short, 
aud even then tho cold is not Intense.' 
The wcMithor in the rainy season is not 
unpleasant. 

The lirilisli Cnlumljia winter is not 
trying on those wluue constitutions are 
not strong. l'\)r these reasons Victoria 
is destined to be a heitlth resort both in 
summer ami winter, P>ut in order that 
it can profit by its natural advantages 
its sanitary condition must be good. It 
must bo made clean and kept elejiu. 
.Medical men of the Kast can not 
lie expected to advise their patients 
to reside ui Victoria if, when they visit 
it, they find it dirty and foul-smelling, 
Tliey will say "N'iclinia has delightful 
summer weather and ihc country in its 
vicinity is beautifid.hut itis undrained."' 
The "but," here, in ninc'ty-nine case.-; 
out (if a hundred, is fatal. No jieisoii 
who is ailing will voluntarily live in a 
town which is undrained, or badly 
drained, siinimer or winter. No advan 
tagcs of climato can counteract the dis- 
advantages of living exposed to the evils 
that ^^■ant of drainage is certain to pro- 
duce. 

It is hard to over-estimate the bene- 
lita that would accrue to tho inhabitants 

of Victoria, particularly to tho.siof them 
who own iciil estate in the city or its 
vicinity, fiimi its lu iiii,' niade a popular 
health rcsnit. lis |iriispcrity would 
then be assured. Added to the advan- 
tages of its being the capital of a large 
province possessed of great resources, 
uul being a rich and thriving trade 
centre, it will have the benefit of a con- 
timiouH stream of visitors who will re- 
side in it for longer or shorter period.s, 
iiid who will spend their inoniiy freely 
during their stay. Real estate in and 
near such a city will he always of very 
great value, liutits inliabitants need 
not expect these ailvaiitages if the)-, 
from narrow and aiitiipiated views of 
eeonomy, refuse to incur the expense 
of having their city properly drained. 

We are satisfied that every dollar ex- 
iiended in constructing ii good system 
if sewers, such a system as will ell'cct- 
ively drain every part of the area on 
which the city stands, will be a ilollar 
,iicilitably invested, Xot only will ihe 
. ilizeiis benelit by the improved condi- 
tion of the public health, but the in- 
ji'eoscd value of real estate will, in a 
very few years, greatly exceed tho debt 
oontracted for thi! construction of tho 
.sewers. It is, tlicn, from every point of 
view, the intere.-.t <if the i;ili/,cns to vote 
the money rcciuired for the construction 
of the sewers, and to have the work 
commenced with the least possible 
delay.

The Nicai'agiia ( anal will shorten the 
roiitu of veaaels from Kurope to 
Austiiilia very greatly, and .will bring 
this province much nearer to Groat 
BribAn than it is now. It is diflicult to 
imagine the revolution in trade which 
will 1)0 brought about by the construc- 
tion of a ship canal across the Isthmus 
of Panama.

THE NEW AUltEEMENT. 

The ratification by Parliament of the 
ugiesment between the Imperial (iov- 
eminent and the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company is a matter which will, in 
all probability, allect this ])roviiice most 
iieneticially. The establisliiiient of a 
line of fost-sailuig steamshii>8 between 
British Columbia and China and Japan 
a a matter of Imperial concern. An 
illeriialive i-oiitc to China and Indi.i, 
;ln- hind pal l of which is tlirongli liril- 
lisli territory, may. iiiiiler certain cii - 
ninistances, be of incalculable value to 
( Ireat Britain. Wlien it is considered 
lliat several days will he saved by tak- 
ing the Canadian route as compared; 
with tho route by the Suez canal the ad- 
. aiitage of the former will appear all 
1 he greater.

Graham Pubbps Through tho Whirlpool 
liaplils in Ills Diirrcl bIiuiiuiI Boat. 

NiAiiAKA F.M.Ls, N. Y., August L'."). 

Crahaui niadi a successful 
trip through the wliirlpool rapids this 
afternoon in a harrel-aliaped boat. At 
lirst tho boat traveled easily, but soon it 
was in the grasp of a more rapid cur- 
rent that hastened ita journey.
